speeches of the Australian election 

ampaign were made lant night, and 
nothing remains to be done but the 
actual voting on Saturday. In hla final 
speech the prime minister. Hon. An¬ 
drew Plsher. who during his campaign 
covered In mil *.000 miles In the vari¬ 
ous states. appealed to the electors to 
return the Labor party, which had 
done so much for Australia during the 
three years of its administration. • • 

Mr. Fisher promised that his party 
would give a full harvest of national, 
social. Industrial and humane legisla¬ 
tion, and would devote Itself to na¬ 
tional questions in a fearless manner. 
Australia, he concluded, was enjoying 
unprecedented prosperity, and with 
the help of the Labor party and aver¬ 
age seasons., would eclipse all previous 
records In the future. 

It Is generally conceded that the 
I,a bo rites will get back Into power, but 
the fate of the referendum on the 
amendments to the constitution Is la 
doubt, although the national regulation 
of trusts and monopolies is a popular 
clause. 

The Liberals are basing their att 4 Acks 
mainly on the preference to unionists 
plar* In the Labor platform, which Is 
hotly opposed by the farming commun¬ 
ity. 

Both parties are fighting fbr the 
Tamers' votes, and although there Is a 
l:»rge number of primary producers 
wflio rote, as a rule, for Labor, many 
of these votes are In Jeopardy *wtng 
to the preference to the unionists 
scheme. 

There is no Indication, however, that 
this will be put Into effect Immediately 
as there are many planks in the Labor 
platform that have been there for 
years without materialising, the time 
for them not being ripe.

The Standard proceeds to show that the Occidental world ts interested in 
the larger aspects of the question raised by the California land law. In 
British Columbia, no lees than In California^ feeling against the settlement of 
Japanese and Chinese Is strong. Australian democracy has Its own. very de¬ 
cided views on the subject, even If the danger of a Japanese invasion ts not 
great.

PRELIMINARY TREATY 


Tokio, May It.—A* the result of the 
growing attack by the opposition, the 
Japanese government took the Elder 
Statesmen and other leaders, including 
Prince Taro Katsura, the former pre¬ 
mier, Into Its confidence to-day on the 
California question and submitted to 
them the text of America's . reply . to 
Japan's protest against the California 
alien land ownership legislation. 

The text of the reply sent by Wash¬ 
ington emphasised that the question 
at Issue Is an economic and not a po¬ 
litical one. It points out that the 
state of California insists that there 
has been no violation of the Amerlcan- 
Jspanese treaty. After dwelling on 
the friendship of the United Slates for 
Japan, the reply concluded that the 
courts of law are open and expresses 
the hope that the question may be 
sotvyd In a manner satisfactory to 
Japan. 

WILSON SENDS FORD 
TO THE PHILIPPINES 


Hundred Dollars Fine With 
Thirty Days in Jail Are Pen¬ 
alties to Ordinance 


Seattle, May 29.—The deadly hatpin 
ordinance was recommended for pass¬ 
age by the public safety committee 
yesterday. Inasmuch as it requires 
but five votes for passage ■ and’ Coun¬ 
cilman Max Wardall Is the only un¬ 
married member of the executive 
body, the bill probably will receive not 
fewer than eight of the nine votes in 
the council. 

Section one of the bill li as follows: 
"It shall be unlawful for any pet son to 
wear or use In the city of Seattle any 
hatpin or other Instrument for the 
fastening of securing of hats or other 
head coverings so that the sharp snd of 
surti hatpin or other instrument shall 
project more than one and one-quarter 
Inches from the crown of such hat or 
covering; or 40 that the same shall 
extend beyond the rim of such bat or 
covering, or so that same shall extend 
or project in any manner from such 
hat or head covering as to be likely to, 
or in such manner aa might wound 
any person or thing or endanger Ilfs 
or property." 

Section two of the bill fixes a maxi¬ 
mum penalty of a fine of $100 or thirty 
days In Jail, or both, for violation of 
the regulation. 


BUILDING STOCKADE 

FOR LAZY HUSBANDS 


Brattle, May 29 —Preparatory to en¬ 
forcing the new "Usy husband” law 
which goea Into effect June 9, and 
which provide, that husbands who do 
not provide for their famine, ,b,ll be 
nentenced to hard llbor, the proceed, 
of thetr work to be given to their wive*.

General Surprise for All Politi¬ 
cal Parties When News 
is Made Public 


Washington, May ».-Polltlclan* of 
all parties received another surprise 
from President Wilson when theyj 
learned that the President has had 
Prof. Henry James Ford, of Princeton 
University, in tho Philippines since 
last December. 

Pressure of various kinds has been 
brought to bear in regard to the archi¬ 
pelago ever since inauguration if not 
before. The army has offered one line 
of argument. American business men 
in the Islands havo come forward with 
another. The minority of educated 
Fillpinoes contributed a third point of 
view. But none of them has received 
any expression of opinion from Mr. 
Wilson. It Is now known that he Is 
waiting for Professor Ford to report, 
and that the professor Is still In the 
islands gathering material for the 
analysis he Is to submit to the Presi¬ 
dent. 

Professor Ford holds the chair of 
political economy at Princeton and Is 
regarded so highly by President Wil¬ 
son that tkoae who know of their re¬ 
lations expect the President to guide 
himself largely by the results of the 
professor's study. Theoretically, the 
President believes that a republic is 
out of its sphere when it controls alien 
peoples. 

But the practical question before him 
is whether he will do more by the 
Philippines by setting them free than 
by holding them until the system of 
public schools now In operation there 
has brought understanding of the 
principles of self-government to all the 
people of the Islands. t

AH t»r the witnesses, called by the 
plaintiff asserted that the colonel was 
pnly a moderate user of Intoxicants. 

The substance of the testimony as 
given by Philip Roosevelt, s young son 
of the colonel's cousin: Charles Wil¬ 
lis Thompson, a New York newspaper¬ 
man. Andrew A. Abel, a former loco¬ 
motive fireman; Edwin Emerson, a 
Cuban Rough Rider campaigner, and 
A. Z. Blair, a former common pleas 
Judge of Ohio, was thst during his 
campaign In Cuba with the Rough 
Riders, CoL Roosevelt drank only 
black coffee or water, and never liquor 
of any kind, that during his political 
campaigns the colonel drank cham¬ 
pagne only occasionally, and never to ( 
excess; that while CoL Roosevelt kept 
a large and varied supply of wines st 
Vs home he never Indulged in them 
immoderately. "He kept a regular 
gentleman's cellar," Philip Roosevelt 
said. 

CoL Roosevelt, as usual since the be¬ 
ginning of the hearings, listened with 
the keenest Interest to the witnesses' 
denial from the stand that the former 
president frequently got drunk as 
charged In the editorial published by 
the defendant. 

KEBTY-FLETCHER WINS 
ALTRINCHAM DIVISION 


London. May 29.—The bye-election 
for the Altrincham division of Cheshlm 
occasioned by the resignation of the 
sitting Unionist member, J. R. Kebty- 
Fletcher, who at the last general elec¬ 
tion had a majority of 119, has resulted 
In the election of the Unlohlst candi¬ 
date, C. C. Hamilton, by the greatly 
increased majority of l.MS over his 
Liberal opponent. Houk ShuttleworCh. 
The result Is undoubtedly surprising, 
an extraordinary incident being that 
Liberals in the division gradually 
grew more confident' as the polling 
proceeded yesterday, and this confi¬ 
dence actually found expression In 
Tory papers of this morning In guard¬ 
ed prophecies, hinting at the expected 
loss of the seat to the government.

Zohrynuk, 
a Oallctan woman, died here this 
moraine as the result o( the unique 
test of her faithfulness conductad hr 
her husband, Steve Zahrrnuk, lost 
night. Acting, it 1s said, with her con¬ 
sent he saturated hie wife’s clothing 
with coal oil and then touched a light¬ 
ed match to It, In the belief that If she 
were Innocent the oil would refuse to 
burn. The woman was terribly burned 
and succumbed In the hospital some 
hours later. Zahrrnuk Is also In the 
hospital suffering from minor burns 
sustained In endeavoring to satin- 
gulshed the flames which surrounded 
his wife. Us will probablr be charged 
with manslaughter.

Of these he was con¬ 
vinced from what the workmen told 
him that fully 1M were outsiders 
brought down, principally from Cum¬ 
berland. to make a noise. The local 
men. he says, were not at all In the 
mood that appeared on account of the 
noise made by the 1M to dominate the 
meeting. 

Nanaimo. May 29.—About one thou¬ 
sand mlnsrs gathered at the Odd Fel¬ 
lows’ hall yesterday afternoon, when 
ChalAnan Booth, of the Joint commit¬ 
tee, stated that the object of the meet¬ 
ing was to present the new agreement 
of the Western Fuel Company to the 
men. Manager Stockett, of the com¬ 
pany, was received with cheers He 
stated that Washington was reaping 
the beneflt of the strike, and the slump 
In British Columbia coal was to be ex¬ 
pected. 

Before reading the agreement for a 19 
per cent advance In wages, the meet¬ 
ing was Interrupted by a resolution to 
the effect that no agreement 
oould he entered Into without 
the authority qf the U. M. W. 
of A. Amidst much disorder the chair¬ 
man refused to submit the resolution. 
A member asked whether Mr. Stockett 
would agrae to an agreement with the 
U. M. W. of A. If It represented 99 per 
cent of the workers. 

Mr. Stockett stated that, speaking for 
his oompany. their attitude was one of 
unalterable hostility to outside Inter¬ 
ference. The owners, as In the past, 
would not agree to outside Influenoe 
being brought to hear. 

One of the audlenoe then moved a 
resolution that no agreemeqt he con¬ 
sidered unless drawn up by tha'U. M. 
W. of A. 

In refusing to recognise the union 
Mr. Stockett sold, on oontlnulng after 
much disorder: 'T oame here to try 
and save you from running Into n con¬ 
dition that you don’t know where It 
may land you, I am simply like a ser¬ 
vant, and If I cannot be heard quietly 
then all I can do to to go away and at¬ 
tend to my other business duties, but 
I am sure of It that the day will come 
when you men will realise that what I 
have told you to the truth.” 

At this stage Mr. Stockett left the 
building, It being Impossible to pro¬ 
ceed with the reading of the new agree¬ 
ment, and nothing definite was done at 
the meeting.

AB8URD CONTENTION. 


Sir Richard McBride in an interview 
printed in the morning paper in¬ 
timates that the action of the 
majority in the Senate may affect ( 
Canada’s ability to borrow money 
from the Old Country. In other 
words, if we give those three ships to| 
the ‘admiralty at once, our chances in 
the London money market will be im¬ 
proved, while if we decide to consult 
the people on this very Important mat- 
, ter, they will be impaired. This Is in¬ 
expressibly .silly. British capital does 
not come to Canada because of senti¬ 
mental motives. The Old Country in¬ 
vestor is first and foremost a man of 
business, who puts bis money where 
It will earn him the large* returns 
Throughout the world British Invest¬ 
ments amount to something like eigh¬ 
teen billion dollars, and of this gigan¬ 
tic total not more than a third la in¬ 
vested in the overseas don^lnions of 
the Empire. At the present tlm* for 
eVery seven dollars of British money 
that comes to Canada ten dollars go to 
the Argentine Republic. Our securi¬ 
ties have had a trying time In the Bri¬ 
tish market in the-last year, due to a; 
variety ©f causes, none of which, as 
everybody knows, had anything to do 
ufith Canada’s naval policy. Does any¬ 
body Imagine that this condition would 
have changed if we had presented six 
Dreadnoughts to the Admiralty? The 
implication that our three ships would 
he a sort of a premium on the strength 
of which we could borrow more money 
from the British investor is Insulting 
to both the British Investor and the 
Canadian people. 


* CARUSO'S 80N$S. 


! A London physician who examined 
Caruso declares, that the great teaorV 
bones are musical. "If you tap one of 
bis kiMickJsa,’' he says. "K gives out a 
higher pitched and mofe resonant tone 
than those of the average person.** 
While not desirous of disputing the 
word of eminent medical authority, 
the New York Bun’s editor entertains 
lively recollections of the time in his 
school days when a tap on the 
knuckles resulted tones that for 
high pitch and resonance beat any¬ 
thing Oaruao ever uttered. 

The dictum of the London physician 
as to the musical qualities of Caruso’s 
bones has had a mixed reception in 
New York, where expert opinion is 
split into two factions. To one Car¬ 
uso is • sort of human xylophone and 
in the opinion of the other his bones 
are no different In Inherent musical 
talent from those of any other person. 
An Italian specialist, who knew the 
tenor from boyhood, attributes much 
of his wonderful vocal ability to bid 
generous spaghetti diet, which, by the 
way, should have a buoyant effect 
upon the spaghetti market. Originally, 
he s^ys, Caruso was a slight man with 
a voice of limited power, but spaghetti 
broadened his chest, strengthened bis 
muscles and Increased the volume of 
his voice. 


COA8T PROTECTION. 

In hJs speech on the navy bln In the 
Senate on'Tuesday Sir George Ross 
alluded to the Immense damage a few 
small cruisers could do on the Can¬ 
adian coast in time of war. A short 
time ago the Times briefly reviewed 
.the exploits of that vagrant and obso¬ 
lete Turkish cruiser, the Hamidlyeh, 
which played havoc with the enemy's 
shipping, bombarded ports and became 
the veritable terror of the Mediterran¬ 
ean. One shell frohn a ship of any size 
would have settled this guerilla of the 
seas, but the exceedingly limited naval 
force af the disposal of the allies was 
unable to; throw that shell. 

What hapened In the Mediterranean 
might be repeated on this coast If un¬ 
happily Canada was brought into hos¬ 
tilities. A couple of armored cruisers 
could destroy our shipping, harbor 
works and terminals, and we would 
he helpless to prevent It. It was re¬ 
cognition of this, no doubt, which lm- 
pellffi^ Premier McBride to move a re¬ 
solution in the legislature urging the 
federal government to provide lmmedi-

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BERLIN IS NOW Jl 


A Few Decades Ago Jewel of 
the Hohenzollerns Was Mere¬ 
ly Second-Rate Town 

LARGE TOURIST TRAFFIC 
u;. MAKES IT BRILLIANT 

Reviews of Troops in Streets 
Offer Military Spectacle . 
Without Rival 


Tijne was, and not bo long ago, U»*t 
Berlin, as capital of the kingdom o t 
Prussia, was merely a second-rate con¬ 
tinental city that the average tourist 
passed by as unworthy of extended 
stay. But now. as the capital of Im¬ 
perial Germany and the ohief jewel of 
the Hohensollerns, Berlin can fling 
down the glove of defiance In the face 
of Paris. London or 8t. Petersburg, and 
claim distinction as a national capital 
of the first class, with an atmosphere 
purely her own and embellishments 
that make her well worthy of Atten¬ 
tion. 

Late this month the tourist season 
will be In full arwlpg In' Berlin, fhe 
spring rtriew of the Guards Is the 
signal for the swing of tourist trafl^c 
in the direction of the German capital. 
Besides affording the visitor a wonder¬ 
fully colored dramatic spectacle, this 
occasion provides flrst-rate opportuni¬ 
ties for* studying the German soldier 
and the military system "Which id the 
foundation of the GeiTftan state. The 
review is held on the Tempelhofer 
Field'and is attended by the Emperor 
and all his staff, with practically 
everybody else of importance In the 
capital looking on. It is a sight that 
stays with you all your life, a spectacle 
of' militarism that has no rival. - 

The German soldier togged out for 
drbss parade need give the wall to no 
man. His American brother Is hope¬ 
lessly outclassed. He has unlimited 
gold braid; his patent leather boots are 
specklesa and shining; his uniform Is 
gaudy; his plumes are rich, Ms helmet 
gleams With brass. Seen In the great 
Hocks and squares of battalions, 
troops, and batteries, he outshines the 
most tastefully garbed musical comedy 
chosas. Bach regiment has something 
distinctive about its uniform to dis¬ 
tinguish It from every other, and many 
of the uniforms are individualistic to 
a degree. The foot regiments still wear 
the mitre hat of Frederick the Great’s 


time that the British grenadiers wore^ 
in the eighteenth century, without! 
which no revolutionary novel or drama 
would be complete. 

The Emperor goes to the review In 
a carriage, but, after he has arrived, 
he mounts his horse, and. at the con¬ 
clusion of the march-past, he rides 
back Into town at the head of his 
troops, bands blaring “The Watch on 
the Rhine." chargers prancing, batter¬ 
ies rumbling, and the streets echoing 
the tramp of the goose-step, while • 
every Oenpan who has not been out 
to the Tempelhofer Field lines *’Hoch 
der Kaiser" until he Is black in the 
face. 

1 V ' A Favorite German Boast. 

The Germans are fond of saying that 
Berlin is as gay os Paris nowadays, 
and while French ancestry or associa¬ 
tions may compel you to decry this 
boss*, the fact remains that there Is 
a great deal of truth in the assertions 
of vayety. Berlin of to-day is emin¬ 
ently modern. It- hss been built up 
since the war of 1970-71 clinched th< 
Oernumtc Union and laid the founda¬ 
tion of Its greatness. Geographically 
speaking, the situation of the city is 
not Imposing, but the mathematical 
Germans have made the best of things, 
and certainly can claim to,have built 
up a city clean and sightly and regu¬ 
larly planned. 

It lies on a flat, sandy plain, midway 
between the Oder and the Elbe, with 
wv •» It Is connected by a wel^ of 
waterways and it .Is intecaeeted by the 
8pree, a tame stream, with -not half 
the energy or charm "bf Munich's Isar. 
T»* > oldest part of the otty, the Alt- 
Kol'\ built along the arms of the 
I Spree, together with that poftlon lying 
Immediately west. Is the centre of 
business activity. The west end and 
the southwest wards are the residence 
districts, while the northwest is occu¬ 
pied by the academic, scientific, end 
military Institutions The north Is t£* 
seat of the machinery manufactories, 
and the north east of the woollen mills. 

The social and official life of the 
capital centres around Unter den Lin¬ 
den, which runs from the royal palace 
to the Brandenburger Tor. The street, 
one of the widest In Europe, nearly a 
mile in length, forms a double avenue, 
divided by a favorite promenade plant¬ 
ed with lime trees. Here one may see 
Benin life In all Its aspects South of 
this, street lies the FredsrlChstadt. with 
Its parallel streets th* Behrenstrapse 
(street of finance), the busy Letpsiger- 
atrasse. and the Wllhelmstraase. with 
the palace of the Imperial Chancellor 
and the British Embassy upon It. 
Among, the most Important public 
squares are the Opempats around or 
near which stand the opera, house, the 
Gendarmenmarkt, with the royal thea¬ 
tre in the centre and the old and new 
museums bordering upon It; the Parls- 
erplats, with the French embassy at 
the Brandenburg Gate; the Konlgs- 
plats with the column of victory; the 
RelchstAgsgebaude and the Bismarck 
and Moltke monuments, and the circu¬ 
lar Belle-A Ilianccplats with the monu¬ 
ment commemorating the Battle of 
Waterloo. t - J 

Close at hand are all the principal 
hotels, among them the luxurious Kai¬ 


ser hof. the Eden, the Alden, and many 
others, all noted for their service and 
modern conveniences. The German 
hotel proprietor! uses the American 
hostelry for a model. 

The Spree Bridges. 

Of the numerous bridges, perhaps 
the most remarkable Is the Schlosse- 
brucke. built after designs by Schlnkel. 
with eight colossal figures of marbl 
representing ideal stages In the Hfe < 
a warrior, the works of Drake, Wolff, 
and other eminent sculptors. The Kttr- 
fursten. or Langebrucke, was -bpllt 
1692,1696, and restored In 1»#6. It has 
an equestrian statue of the Great 
Elector. These bridges span the Spree. 
Crossing the Landwehr Canal are the 
Potedamer-yiktorlabruckc, which car¬ 
ries the traffic from two converging 
atieets Into t!:e outer Potsdamer- 
st^asse, and the Herkulesbrucke, con¬ 
necting the Lutsowplatx with the Tier- 
gar ten. -I'• .. 

The buildings of the Royal Museum 
are divided luto the old and new mu- 
•eiim. The former is an imposing edi¬ 
fice situated an the northeast side of 
the Lustgarten. facing the royal pal¬ 
ace. It wa; built In the reign of Fred¬ 
erick WUHam IB. from designs by 
Schlnkel. Its portico, supported by 
eighteen Immense Ionjc columns. Is 
reached by a.wide flight of steps. The 
back 2uid side walla of the portico arc^ 1 
covered with' frescoes representing the 
world's 'progress from chaos to devel¬ 
oped and organised'life. Entrance la 
through bronse doors, after designs by 
Stulsr. weighing 7% tons. OtfUte walls 
of the grand marble stalrcfluw. which 
rises Ip the full height of the building. 
Kaulbach's cyclus of stereochromlc 
pictures Is painted, representing the 
»tx great epochs of human progress 
from the confusion of tongue* at the 
tower of Babel and dispersion of na¬ 
tions of ths Reformation. 

The National Gallery, which lies be¬ 
tween . the museums and the Spree, 
contains a number of modern German 
painting*. The pictures from the old 
and new museum, as well as the statu¬ 
ary of the Christian epoch and the 
numismatic collection. have been 
placed In the Kaiser Friedrich Mu¬ 
seum. an edifice In the Italian boroque 
Style, surmounted by a dome. 

: From Berlin the traveller can easily 
visit Hamburg, the moat important 
commercial city In the world, after 
London and New York. Its collections 
of modern art are noteworthy. Cloae 
by la Bremen, which ranks next to 
Hamburg as a German seaport, and is 
only forty miles distant. This city re¬ 
tains more of Us historical stamp than 
Hamburg. Both of them were fflw ous 
seaports In the days of the Hanseatic 
League. 

There Is almost no limit to the pos¬ 
sibilities for sightseeing for the auto- 
moblllst or even the humble pedestrian. 
North Germany abounds in pictur¬ 
esque towns and storied castles, and 
with Berlin for a centre one can make 
doseus of Intereating excursions 
through tl.f country from the Baltic 
to the Rhine.

AND YERY EXCLUSIVE

Is Self-Educated and Deeply 
Religious; An Unrevolution¬ 
ary Revolutionist 


James Ketr Hardle. the moit pic¬ 
turesque Socialist and Labor M.P. In 
the British parliament, has been in the 
limelight‘again because of an alleged 
discovery of love letters from him to 
"GenOral" Mrs. Drummond, one of the 
wildest of the fire-eating suffragettes. 
Mr. Kler Hardle has denounced the re¬ 
port as an infamous canard, and those, 
who know him best will believe him. 

Ths following extracts from a char¬ 
acter sketch by 81-aw Desmond 3* 
London Life portray the man • 

"I suppose Hafdle is the best-loved 
and best-hated man in the House of 
Commons. If you doubt It. get the 
opinion* of Earl Wlnterton and, day. 
George Barnes. The Is’ter. like the 
rest of the Labor members, with a 
sprinkling of men on the Radical 
benches, would unhesitatingly affirm 
that all Kelr Hardle needs to complete 
his. heirship for heaven Is a pair of 
wings—whilst I have no doubt what¬ 
ever that the gallant young Earl would 
take his knightly oath, any hour of 
the day or night, that Hardle wears a 
tfltfl colled under his short, square 
jacket and that the tufts of hair which 
cover ills temples oover also a pair of 
budding horns. 

“As a matter of cold fact, Hardle is 
very like a human being, though It 
cannot be denied to him that he has a 
magnlflwnt capacity for ’raising the 
devil.' 

He Is a Dour Fighter. 

“If you ask me what is Kelr Har- 
dle’s outstanding characteristic. I re¬ 
ply that It Is exactly the same as that 
of Mr. F. E. L'mith, M.P. (with t '.tom 
he Is probably In disagreement upon 
every subject under the sun)—he is a 
fighter, but a fighter of the dour 
Scottish type—of the type that made 
the Covenanters what they were, that 
made Cromwell’s Ironsides Invincible. 

“He Is the most coi lnclng speaker 
of hts party, putting forward his 
views in the accents of ‘Caledonia, 
stern and wild,* with a splendid in¬ 
difference to the possible verdict. U Is 
ths qqflllty of 'not knowing when he 
is beaten' which made him. a man 
who never went to school, editor of the 
Labor Leader—a -post he held for 
seventeen years—and a better educat¬ 
ed man to-day than nine out of ten 
university men. It was the same qual¬ 


ity, which made him learn shorthand 
«b a child of eight years old. by writ¬ 
ing with a piece of stick upon a tile 
smoked over his pit lamp (he was a 
doorkeeper In a coal mine at eight), 
and that gave him the grit to organ¬ 
ise one of the raoet formidable politi¬ 
cal machines of the day—the Inde¬ 
pendent Labor Party. 

i “Tou may hate the politician, but 
ou must admire the man. 

Out of Hi* Element. , 

I “There Is probably no ra%n In the 
House who- Is so much out of his ele¬ 
ment as Ketr Hardle. Nothing but a 

I tern belief that only tiy poaceful po- 
itldal means can democracy 'come to 
its own’ has made ‘thfc Member for 
Jhe Unemployed* take a seat on the 
green benches. For neither Mr. Bonar 
Law. nor Mr. Herbert Asquith are 
more opposed to ‘blood fluid barri¬ 
cades’ than Uits most unrevolutionary 
revolutionist. 

“Rather than sit In ths House he 
would mu oh have preferred to have 
stumped the country, for Hardle is a 
Propagandist, first, last and all the 
time. • • • 

; .“And now another secret. It will 
oqme as news to a world whioh has 
long since stamped Hardle as an en¬ 
emy of religion to learn that he ia a 
deeply religious man. It is not my 
business here to Inquire Into the par¬ 
ticular dogmas, if any. to which he 
Subscribes; but Kelr Hardle. reVolu-; 
tlonary. is. above til things, opposed i 
to the materialist conception of things 
mundane. He t* am much an anti- 
materialist. as Hit* Grace the Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury. 

, "Hardle has something of the aris¬ 
tocrat In his manner—there Is some¬ 
thing unapproachable about • 

something as difficult to diagnose as 
‘the majesty that hedges a throne.’ He 
Is as exclusive, save to his friends, as 
any belted Earl of the realm. 

"But his weak spot, from the point 
qf view of the avi rage cltlaen, Is that 
ho is an anti-patriot. He is the. High 
Priest of Internationalism, and, in the 
language of hie opponents, % cltlxen 
of every country In Europe save tils 
owjj.* ‘ ‘ . , 

“When the Boers fought the Brit¬ 
ish. whilst* the majority of Her Ma¬ 
jesty's lieges were playing ’Rule Brit- 
tannia’ In their back parlors. Hardle 
was beating the big drum for the 
Dutchmen. Recently he did. not hesi¬ 
tate' to«t>eard the youthful lion, Mr. 
Winston Churchill. In. his own den. 
telling him. to his disgust, that Ger¬ 
many- was not getting a fair deal in 
Che race for armaments, whilst. If 
Germany ever fights Britain. I pro¬ 
phesy that Hardle will be dubbed a 
friend of ths Kaiser!”

Bishop Wells, of Spokane, 
i Urges More Liberal Use of 
Prayer Book 

BISHOP SCADDING 

WANTS MORE HALLS 

Would Hold More Entertain¬ 
ments and Lectures in 
Country Districts 


The session of the United Clertcus 
yesterday afternoon took the form of a 
delightful motor drive to Sidney, via 
Ujflands, Gordon Head and Cordova| 
Bay. At Sidney the sixty or more 
clergymen and a number of ladles whO| 
accompanied the party were the guests 
for tea of the Rev. T. C. DesBarres, 
the delicious repast served by Miss 
DesBarres and a number of ladles of; 
the parish being particularly welcome 
after the long drive. 

Last evening three speakers threw 
out some very fine suggestions for the 
remedy of those “Practical Problems 
of Religion" which formed the subject 
of discourse. The meeting took place 
at the Alexandra Club, Dean Doull 
presiding as chairman. In addition to 
the members of the Clericus a large 
number of the Taicy was present. 

The first speaker. Bishop Wells, of 
Spokane, pointed out the error 
has arisen during the later history of 
the Anglican church in excluding, the 
people, or allowing the people to with¬ 
draw, from participation in the church 
service. In the Apostolic and Post- 
Apostolic church, he said, the people 
took a share in the work of the church. 
St. Paul, in his epistle to the Corin¬ 
thians, had commended them to edify 
the church by praying and singing with 
understanding; “else how shall he that 
occupieth the room of the unlearned 
say Amen at thy giving of thanks, see¬ 
ing he understandeth not what thou 
sayest?” 

So mumbled were the prayenr in 
some churches, said the bishop, that it 
was like listening to a Jargon in an 
unknown tongue. Little wonder that 
the people’s responses were so faint 
they could scarcely be heard. The 


art, but not participators. 

. . Suggests Remedies. 

The remedies which fie weuld suggest 
for this wete manifold; hut first of all 
he would have the priest read the ser¬ 
vice intelligently. The services should 
got be hurtled through, but should he 
given reverently. In the morning and 
evening prayer, the canticles should pe 
set to simple Gregorian chants, aM 
should he sung over as* u«tll 

every child In the parish could slag 
them heartily. (Applause.) “If you 
must have a musical service,” con¬ 
tinued the speaker, “it should b? very 
little varied, and should he so arranged 
and so chosen that the congregation 
can Join. Unfortunately choirs are 
musical, and want variety. I am un¬ 
musical. and sympathise with the peo¬ 
ple.” 

Bishop Wells then quoted some of 
the directions given In the Prayer 
Book for Joining in the responses. The 
responses, he said, were Intended as a 
solemn confession of sin and a prayer 
for help, and only God knew how need¬ 
ful it was that they should be made 
as solemn as possible. And yet only 
too often the choir subjected them to a 
form of jig-time which was positively 
Irreverent. These abuses were almost 
universal, and pervaded both large and 
small parishes, missions and otherwise. 
It was not right. Worship was above 
the aesthetic, much as the congregation 
might desire the latter. 

Another problem lay In the difficulty 
experienced by strangers In the use of 
the Prayer Book. This difficulty kept 
multitudes of people away from the 
church who might otherwise become 
among its most ardent workers. He 
felt that he was not over-estimating 
when he said that one hundred thou¬ 
sand people were kept out of the 
church by their inability to follow the 
service. If the clergy believed In their 
church, then they should be proud of 
It, and congregations should be will¬ 
ing for their clergymen to give out the 
pages so that the strangers present 
could follow the service. This would 
be dping genuine mission work. The 
clergy on every possible occasion 
should assist In both public and private 
In teaching the use of the Prayer 
Book. 

Bishop Wells quoted an I stance of 
how a Baptist minister In England 
whom he knew had. before the Coro¬ 
nation of the late King Edward, ad¬ 
vised his congregation aa to the use of 
the Prayer Book for the assistance of 
those who might be attending the ser¬ 
vices at Westminster.

Bishop Scaddlng Speaks.

In one place that he had 
been there were ten bishops—all Mor¬ 
mons. Neither wss there any preJu? 
dice against them. The one thing that 
the people seemed anhungered for wss 
some message, and the demand of the 
man in the street was for the parson 
to “deliver the goods." It did not mat¬ 
ter to the people where the services 
were sung or spoken; they want 1 
some message hich , would deliver 
their Immortal souls. 

Another perplexing problem wss 
that of the Immigrant. The bishop of 
Columbia had said at Oregon that 
thousands were leaving the United 
States to go to Canada. But in Oregon 
they were getting immigrants too, 
while not getting such a large propor¬ 
tion of church people as Canada. And 
In this connection le would like to say 
that the settler who had come from 
some parish In England was the hard¬ 
est problem for the church In the 
United States. These people came out 
quoting what they had In England. 
They were, careful to prepare their 
children by baptism and confirmation. 
But they did not help the church fin¬ 
ancially. They had been accustomed 
to the endowed church of England, and 
It took them some years to become ac¬ 
customed to the Idea that unless they 
did their share tv suppor the church 
the clergy would starve. In America 
there were no endowments.

Another problem wa* how to set 
clersymen who could deliver the Mes¬ 
sage in a few concise worde. Also. It 
trould be advisable to uee the chape la 
more than they are at present used In 
the country districts. All through Ore¬ 
gon at one time there were what they 
called "silent churches." There should 
be more church halls, to be used for all 
manner of pariah gatherings, le.ture-. 
debates, games, and social evenings. 
The problem of divided Christianity 
was a terrible one. In America there 
were ISO divided sects, each with Its 
little Shibboleth. In many places 
through Oregon the Anglican church 
had been the first to be established, but 
had allowed Itself to be swamped by 
later comers. The problem of finance 
was one which untU tbe Inauguration 
of the Quebec system bad perplex-d 
them there enormously. Tbe common 
fund had enabled them to Increase the 
stipends of the clergy, and the mini¬ 
mum for priests hi his diocese to-day 
was ll.OOe a year and n house. 

Returns Were Larger. 

Redemption rether than reform was 
the sotuUen. Tbe cry of to-day was 
for Ilf*! A world In which everyone 
was respectable might well be a world 
wherein no on, was religious Men 
were tired of discussing theology. They 
wanted something to stand on. Tbe 
bishop added that he had "<*JP^h- 
| «d a single begging sermon during this 
year, but had. Instead, tried to hold 
tv fore the souls of men tbe promise 
of life everlasting. The result was 
that the financial returns this year bad 
been larger than ever. It was very 
probably because the church too often 
gave little that It received little. When 
a man realised that the church, 
through Its ministry. h »d brought 
peace to his soul, then his reply would 
be not only "Here am I;” hot "Take 
my money!" 

If, aa Dean Doull had said the previ¬ 
ous day, the Resurrection was the 
supreme fact of Christianity, there 
was no ceremony In the church so 
effective In bringing the iqan In the 
street to church as the celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist. 

"My message to you la,” con¬ 
cluded Bishop Scaddlng. "the same as 
that of St. Cyprian, be loyal to your 
birthright. Be loyal to the past, but 
do not neglect or Ignore the spirit of 
the present time, the methods of a 
new age, but, aa Christ Himself said:

Now of course each of us must do 
his own thinking for himself, and make 
up his mind what he behoves and 
what ho likes, for himself. If bis be¬ 
liefs and preferences are to have any 
real weight and value. Nevertheless It 
behooves all of us to have due re¬ 
spect for any opinion which a large 
number of educated and cultured peo¬ 
ple bold. Even though we cannot 
share It, we ought to admit that there 
Is probably some, good In It or else 
they would not hold It. 

Of course the world would never 
progress at all unless people thought 
for themselves and had the courage | 
to question the established order, but 
there ti a big dtffe-ence between the j 
attitude of Intelligent inquiry and the 
attitude of ignorant contempt which 
the young man I quoted, and a great 
many people, young and old, assume. 

Personally I most bay I like the sim¬ 
pler melodies, and would Infinitely 
rather bear a good singer sing some 
simple old folk song like “Coming 
Through the Rye” than an aria from 
an opera. But I believe that this is 
simply because 1 haven't sufficient 
musical knowledge to appreciate the 
more wonderful music, and I take 
every opportunity to hear R In the 
hope that some day I may understand 
It and enjoy It as I should. 

It Is not right to pretend to Ifke 
anything or believe In anything Just 
because other pebpte like It or believe 
in It. But neither ke it right to en¬ 
tirely Ignore the opinion of say large 
class, especially when they are edu¬ 
cated and Intelligent people. 

Spencer, himself one of the most In¬ 
dependent thinkers of the world, says i 
that when any Idea or custom has per- 
sifted for centuries you can be sure 
there must be some good at the root 
of it, no matter how foolish It may 
appear. And so when uny Idea or cus¬ 
tom is approved by millions, beware 
how you set yourself against it There 
Is one chance that you are right and 
the rest of the world wrong. There are

All students of history are familiar 
with the career of the West Indian 
girl who went to Paris to wed the Vis¬ 
count de Beauhamals, have read of her 
Imprisonment during the reign of ter¬ 
ror, of her subsequent irregular love 
affairs, of her marriage to the enamor¬ 
ed young Corsican officer, of her wild 
extravagance as an empress, her di¬ 
vorce, her pathetic attempt* to hold 
the affection of the Man of Destiny to 
whom she had given no son. her death 
at Malmalson on May 2», 1814. Few 
know that she left a last will and 
testament, for this document, whleh 
vifi a profession of faith rather than a 
disposition of property, disappeared 
the day after her death. An authentic 
copy of this will recently came into 
the hands of an Kalian senator, and 
has Just been made public. 

Josephine's will begins with a fervent 
statement of her belief In God and 
Christianity, and declares that she bad 
always retained her religions faith ‘.In 
spite of the efforts of Napoleon to de¬ 
stroy It." 8he asserts that all of Na¬ 
poleon’s professions of religious belief 
were spurious, and made only for 
effect, and that privately he ridiculed 
and derided all the tenets, of super- 
naturalism. "He was an unbeliever and 
an atheist" declared Josephine An her 
wilt "but the fault lies on the vile 
courtiers who by their sycophancy 
made him believe there was no su¬ 
preme being above him. They made of 
him a god. and how then could he re¬ 
tain any Christian humility?" 

In her will Josephine denies that she 
had any part In the death of the Duke 
d’Enghlen, and she recommends her 
children, Queen Hortenee and Prince 
Eugene, to the kind offices of the 
Bourbons.

LAWS AGAIN8T WITCHCRAFT. 

The first of the English statute* dl* 
rected against witchcraft, which led to 
such wild excesses tn England and her 
colon lee. was enacted 878 year* ago to¬ 
day. This act, put into effect by 
Henry VIIT. and confirmed by Elisa¬ 
beth and Jams* I., declared dll witch¬ 
craft and sorcery to be felony without 
benefit of clergy. Under these acts, 
in force for two centuries, some 80,060 
people were pot to death In England, 
la 1648 one Matthew Hopkins, who 
pooed as a ‘‘witch-finder," caused the 
Judicial death- of a hundred persons. 
In the latter part of the seventeenth 
centuky the erase spread to America, 
and found It* most horrid expression 
at Salem, Mass., during the year H92. 
The first law against witchcraft was 
probably the Jewish statute of 1461 
B. C. (Exodus xx 11. 18). which decreed.

There passed away last evening at 
the family residence. 1024 View street, 
one of Victoria's oldest residents and 
earliest pioneers. George Stelly. A na¬ 
tive of 8wltserland. born In 1225 at 
Bettlach, Canton of 8olothom. Mr. 
8 telly came to this country m 1851 at 
the time of the California gold rush. 
There were at that time few railroads 
In 8wltser!and, and the journey was 
mostly aocomplLshed .on foot, a large 
crogathering to see Stelly and his, 
two comrades leave their native valley. 
Crossing to England they left Liver¬ 
pool by the earliest sailing ship for 
A me flea, arriving at. New Orleans 
sixty-six days later. 

From New Orleans Mr. Stelly Journ¬ 
eyed Up the Mississippi to 8t. Louis, 
where he found his first work. Later 
he threw up (he work of ploughman 
and Journeyed on to Iowa, where. In 
the early spring of 1854 a party of 
twenty was organised to join the Cali¬ 
fornia rush. 

The trip was not without Its perils, 
and several skirmishes with Indians 
were experienced before they reached 
the Missouri river at the point now 
covered by the city of Omaha, Neb. 
The journey, which In all covered a 
period of six months, finally concluded 
when the party arrived at Placervtlle. 
California. 

After four years devoted to mining 
In different sections of the gold ootfh- 
try there, Mr. Stelly heard of the 
Cariboo mines In the Fraser valley, and 
joined the stream of gold-hunters go¬ 
ing northward. In^fay, 1158, he landed^ 
at Esquimau from the Oregon, and 
with three comrades made his way to 
the Lytton country. Fortune was 
against them, however, and In 1859 they 
returned to Fort Victoria practically 
penniless. 

Necessity being the mother of Inven¬ 
tion the ex-mlner set himself to finding 
a new means of livelihood, his first ven¬ 
ture belief as a waterman who supplied 
water to the citlsens at so much per 
pall. From the savings accumulated 
from this occupation .he launched out! 
Into a general teaming business, which 
proved so profitable that he kept this 
up until age forced him to retire. One 
of the later events In his eventful 
career was a trip to Europe a few years 
ago with his son and daughter-in-law. 
when he revisited his old home in Swit¬ 
zerland and recorded his observations 
of the changes which had taken place 
there since the advent of the railway.
